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Immigrants hope for refund 


More from province’s 
nominee program 
may get money back

Leo Karunanayake is one of the un¬ 
lucky newcomers to Nova Scotia 
who entered a troubled immigra¬ 
tion program. 

Immigration Minister Len 
Goucher yesterday announced 
those who have been victims of the 
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failed program may see a refund of 
the $100,000 fee they paid to par¬ 
ticipate, but Karunanayake won¬ 
dered if the decision would stick. 

"Is it solid, this decision they have 
come to?" said the Sri Lankan man, 
who has been waiting for news on 
the issue for several months. 

Goucher's announcement came in 
response to auditor general Jacques 
Lapointe's report on the economic 
stream of the Nova Scotia Nominee 
Program. Lapointe said the pro¬ 
gram's goal—to provide newcomers 
with valuable six-month business 


received nothing 

Nominees who had not yet signed 
a mentorship contract when prob¬ 
lems with the program surfaced last 
October were offered a full 
$100,000 refund, but those who had 
already gone through all or part of 
the program received nothing. 


mentorships — was not met. 

Immigrants in the program paid 
$130,500 for an internship with 
a local business during which 
they should have 
been trained 


for middle management and paid a 
salary of up to $20,000. 

Participants complained they 
weren't properly trained, weren't 
paid, or were mistreated. 

Kaminaben Patel of India was em¬ 
ployed by a fast-food restaurant and 
her husband says instead of receiving 
training she was told to wash dishes, 
refill containers and wipe tables. 

"When she came from work, she 
cried all the 
time," said 
Paresh 
Patel.

After four months she terminated 
her contract. 

Businesses received $50,000 for 
the first half of the work term and 
$50,000 for the second half. 

"The other $50,000 is still with 
the government and that's our 
money, our life savings," Patel said. 

Goucher said he may expand the 
refund program to those who 
signed contracts before Oct. 12, 
2007, pending the second half of 
the report in the fall.

Guards get 
weapons

Jail guards will get new weapons 
thanks to a compliance order from 
the Department of Labour. 

The order calls on the Justice 
Department to equip corrections 
officers with either pepper spray, 
batons or Tasers when they are 
doing outside escorts or hospital 
supervisions of prisoners. 

Jail guards had been refusing to 
escort prisoners until they got new 
weapons since prisoner Jermaine 
Carvery escaped while being trans¬ 
ported to a hospital for a medical 
appointment on April 3. Carvery 
was arrested last Friday at a hotel 
in Niagara Falls and is waiting to 
face charges back in Nova Scotia. 

NSGEU President Joan Jessome 
said she was happy with the new 
rules for guards, but frustrated they 
had to wait for a compliance order.

AG slams mentorship program

Controversial 
immigrant plan put 
under microscope

The auditor general delivered 
a damning report yesterday 
about the controversial 
provincial immigration nom¬ 
inee program. 

Critics say the document 
proves the program, which 
has been in place since 2003, 
was a "political misadven¬ 
ture." 

"This is a stunning exam¬ 
ple of mal-administration," 
said NDP MLA Graham 
Steele after the report was 
tabled. 

Auditor general Jacques 
Lapointe said the nominee 
program's economic stream 
did not meet its goal, which 
was to give nominees the 
mentorship positions for 
which they paid $100,000. 

Lapointe found that out of 
a random sample of 16 busi¬ 
nesses approved to provide 
business training programs

for newcomers, 14 were not 
qualified to do so according 
to the program's own crite¬ 
ria. 

He said the contract for the 
program between the gov¬ 
ernment and Cornwallis Fi¬ 
nancial Corporation was 
deficient, and once imple¬ 
mented, wasn't well man¬ 
aged by the province, and 
that there was no system in 
place to evaluate whether or 
not the program was a suc¬ 
cess in attracting and retain¬ 
ing immigrants to Nova 
Scotia. 

Liberal MLA Diana 
Whalen said she was disap¬ 
pointed Lapointe didn't in¬ 
clude recommendations 
about nominee refunds in his 
report, saying everyone, in¬ 
cluding the newcomers 
themselves, has waited 
months for the results of the 
report in hopes it would rec¬ 


ommend their lost savings be 
reimbursed. 

"What appears to me is the 
government dragged its heels 


and will continue to do so 
until the second part of the 
report," Whalen said. 
Lapointe said the second 


half of the audit, which will 
look at the individual experi¬ 
ences of nominees and their 
mentors, will be tabled

One of the biggest obstacles 
the auditor general met 
while investigating the 
provincial nominee program 
was missing information. 

"It was made plain to us 

— with a blanket decision 

— not to provide us with 
some documents," Jacques 
Lapointe explained during a 
public accounts hearing of 
the legislature. 


Lapointe, who has per¬ 
formed the duties of auditor 
in other jurisdictions, such 
as Ontario, said this is the 
first time he's encountered 
such difficulty getting infor¬ 
mation. 

'At the end of an audit, the 
auditor should be confident 
he or she has reviewed all 
relevant documentation in 
forming audit opinions," the 
report states. 

"This is not possible when 
a large number of docu¬ 
ments are denied to the au¬ 
ditors."

he'd considered taking the 
government to court and re¬ 
ferred to the missing infor¬ 
mation as a coverup. 

"When the auditor gen¬ 
eral is denied access to doc¬ 
uments, that is a very 
serious matter," Steele said. 


The government said it 
was necessary to withhold 
certain documents because 
of ongoing court proceed¬ 
ings with Cornwallis Finan¬ 
cial Corp., which was 
contracted to develop the 
program. 

Economic Development 
Minister Angus Maclsaac 
said only a small percentage 
of documents were with¬ 
held, and the decision to do 
so was based on the advice 
of lawyers, who said there 
could be considerable risk in 
handing them over.

INDIAN BROOK - An apology 
from the prime minister can 
not undo the hurt Gloria Mal¬ 
oney went through at the 
Shubenacadie Residential 
School. 

"My life was destroyed by 
going to that school," the In¬ 
dian Brook resident said after 
hearing Stephen Harper give 
the historic apology to sur¬ 
vivors yesterday. "There's no 
way they can fix it." 

Maloney, who was at the 
school for eight years start¬ 
ing when she was four, was 
flanked by her daughters and 
surrounded by an estimated 
500 people packed into the 
community centre in Indian 
Brook for the apology. 

"I didn't clap and I couldn't 


stand up and cheer," said 
Maloney's daughter Cheryl. 
"I keep seeing my mother 
being a four-year-old girl 
taken away and being alone, 
and that brings me to tears." 

Earlier in the day, a series 
of ceremonies were held at 
the site of the former school, 
which burnt in 1986. 

A well-known native elder 
was on many peoples' minds 
at yesterday's ceremony. 
Nora Bernard, who fought 
for years for the apology and 
compensation, was mur¬ 
dered last December, but her 
hard work was remembered. 

"I truly believe if it wasn't 
for Nora and other sur¬ 
vivors. .. that this day would 
not have happened," said 
John McKiggan, a lawyer 
who represented Bernard and 
her group.

Clipper manager 
says 15-20 want 
on yacht in ’09

As the Nova Scotia sailed 
around the world, there was 
a noticeable lack of 
actual Nova Sco¬ 
tians onboard. 

That may change 
next time. 

There was only 
one Nova Scotian 
who signed up for 
part of the biennial 
Clipper Round the 
World yacht race, 
which allows ama¬ 
teur sailors to circumnavi¬ 
gate the globe. The rest of 
the Nova Scotia crew was 
made up of Brits and West¬ 


ern Canadians. 

But as the Clipper fleet 
docks in Halifax this week, 
a small flurry of local inter¬ 
est in the race is being 
kicked up. 

"In total there are be¬ 
tween 15 and 20 people who 
have so far expressed a re¬ 
ally strong interest," said 
David Cusworth, 
Recruitment 
manager for Clip¬ 
per Ventures. 

Cusworth said 
some Nova Sco¬ 
tians are hesitant 
because they 

want to know 
whether there 

will be a Nova 
Scotia for the next 
race in 2009/10. Each yacht 
is sponsored by a certain re¬ 
gions as means of promotion 
— at a cost of about $ 1 mil¬ 


lion. 

A Department of Tourism 
spokeswoman said they 
won't decide whether to 
sponsor another boat until 
after the race ends in 
Liverpool, England early 
next month and they can 


analyze whether it was 
worth it. 

But Cusworth said at 
least one Nova Scotian — a 
female bartender — is ready 
to sign up regardless of 
what boat she sails on.

Officials test out 
explosion plan

If there's a second Halifax 
Explosion, at least we'll be 
prepared. 

A large-scale exercise by 
the Emergency Management 
Office brought officials from 
across Canada and New Eng¬ 
land together yesterday to 
simulate an explosion in Hal¬ 
ifax Harbour. 

The scenario involves a 
three-ship collision in the 


harbour, massive destruction 
of the surrounding area, and 
no clear answers as to what 
caused everything. 

On top of that, new 
problems popped up 
throughout the day — 
for example, a couple 
hundred police officers 
from New England are 
sent to help, but aren't 
allowed to carry their 
guns over the border. 

"We write plans, now we 
need to do a comprehensive 
exercise to test our plan, to 
see if it will actually work in 
reality. It's great to write a 
plan but if you never test it, 


you'll never know what the 
weaknesses are," said Dennis 
Kelly, director of strategic 
services for EMO Nova Sco¬ 
tia. 

The international 
exercise involved 
over 50 people from 
provinces from Nova 
Scotia to Quebec and 
U.S. states such as 
Connecticut, Massa¬ 
chusetts and New 
York. Kelly said their hope is 
to get everyone working to¬ 
gether smoothly. 

A report on the exercise is 
expected within 30 days.

Independent Petroleum 
Marketers Association, the 
organization that represents 
independent fuel retailers, 
says that recent spikes in gas 
prices aren’t lining the 
pockets of the retailers.

Tory MP questions 
compensation deal 


Native leaders 
express hope for 
better relations 

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper addressed one of the 
darkest chapters in Canada's 
history yesterday as he for¬ 
mally apologized for forcing 
150,000 aboriginal children 
into grim residential schools, 
where many say they were 
sexually and physically 
abused. 

Harper told a Parliamen¬ 
tary chamber packed with 
legislators and aboriginal 
representatives that there 
could be no excuses for what 
happened at the church-run 
schools, which operated from 
the 1870s to the 1970s. 

"The government of 
Canada sincerely apologizes 
and asks the forgiveness of 
the aboriginal peoples of this 
country for failing them so 


profoundly. We are sorry," 
Harper said in a 15-minute 
address, at one point fighting 
back tears. 

Native leaders said they 
hoped the apology would 
lead to a new era of reconcil¬ 
iation between Canadians 


and the often marginalized 
aboriginal population, which 
routinely suffers from poor 
living conditions, high unem¬ 
ployment and continued dis¬ 
crimination. 

The residential schools 
were initially set up to edu¬ 


cate native children but later 
became part of a government 
campaign to assimilate abo¬ 
riginals and eradicate their 
culture — "to kill the Indian 
in the child", as some put it at 
the time.

Halifax Regional Municipality 
staffers are rethinking the sign 
bylaw.

The past 10 years saw house prices 
across all of Halifax appreciate dra¬ 
matically.

Russell exceeds his dreams 


Local paddler 
comes back to 
reach Olympics

When Andrew Russell 
stepped back into a canoe 
after taking two years off to 
get a university degree and 
rest a shoulder injury, his 
goals were modest. He 
wanted to earn a spot on the 
national team; maybe a race 
at a world championship. 

The Olympics? Those were 
just a dream. 

"I thought I would take 
things one step at a time, but 
all of a sudden, I started hav¬ 
ing success really quickly," 
the Dartmouth native re¬ 
called. "My goals changed re¬ 
ally fast." 

Russell, who resurrected 
his paddling career in 2006, 
has seen his dream become 
reality after qualifying for 
the Beijing Olympics last 
weekend at a World Cup 
event in Germany. 


The 2 5-year-old Russell 
and partner Gabriel Beauch- 
esne-Sevigny of Trois-Riv- 
ieres, Que., beat the 
well-known Buday brothers, 
two-time Olympians Attila 
and Tamas Jr. from Missis¬ 
sauga, Ont., to earn the 
Canadian C-2 spot in Beijing.

"The other crews were un¬ 
believably good, and to finish 
on top of guys that are so, so 
talented, it felt good," Russell 
said. "It's really kind of sur¬ 
real right now and it's still 
setting in." 

Russell teamed up with 
Beauchesne-Sevigny after 
finishing his political science 
degree at Queen's. They had 
raced together at the 2001 
junior world championship, 
but that was the extent of 
their relationship. As a duo, 
they were an instant hit. 


"We're a package deal ... 
We really feed off each other 
and coming back we just 
hopped in a boat one day," 
Russell said. "I consider him 
a close friend and it's nice to 
share success with someone 
you enjoy being around." 

Russell won't be the only 
Nova Scotian paddler going 
to the Olympics, as Waverley 
native Karen Furneaux 
booked her ticket to the third 
Games of her career on the 
weekend. Nova Scotia sent 
five paddlers to the Athens 
Games in 2004. 

Russell returns to action at 
another World Cup event 
this weekend in Szeged, 
Hungary. After that, he will 
spend the rest of the summer 
training and getting ready for 
Beijing. 

"We're really excited about 
the proposition of being able 
to represent Canada," he said. 
"We're racing this weekend, 
and after this we'll take a 
week to recuperate and go 
from there. It's a huge relief 
and exciting to be done."

Topping off your toilet with a bidet

T he design team dis¬ 
cussed the curious 
but highly practical 
bidet a month ago — and 
there were a lot of ques¬ 
tions and a lot of interest. 

We hope this column 
clarifies some of your ques¬ 
tions. There are different 
lands of bidets — we dis¬ 
cussed the elegant stand¬ 
alone unit, which requires 
extra space and plumbing 
and tends to be regarded as 
“high end”. But many peo¬ 
ple without room or the de¬ 
sire to redo the plumbing 
in their bathrooms asked 
us about the toilet seat- 
type bidet. The toilet seat 
bidet is just what it sounds 
like — it is mounted on top 
of a conventional toilet like 
a larger-than-usual toilet 
seat. And it does exactly 
what a bidet is supposed to 
do — it cleans your poste¬ 
rior parts with soothing 
water (rather than subject¬ 
ing them to the repeated 
and sometimes irritating 
scrubs with toilet paper or

washcloths). 

We’ve got to admit this — 
from a design point of 
view, we don’t like a toilet- 
top bidet that looks too 
bulky and too “high-tech”. 
Please keep sleek and 
streamlined in mind — the 
last thing you want in a 
bathroom is a complicated 
and overly technical-look¬ 
ing piece of equipment, es¬ 
pecially on a toilet. 

That being said, we can¬ 
not deny that the toilet- 
seat bidet has unbeatable 
practical advantages. For 
instance, it takes virtually 
no room. Once installed, it 
simply makes the existing 
toilet a little taller in the 


back. And it hooks up to 
the existing toilet, so not 
much extra plumbing is in¬ 
volved. In addition, the toi¬ 
let seat bidets are easy to 
install and come off easily 
for cleaning. How persua¬ 
sive is that? 

The bidet toilet seat also 
has the advantage of being 
used in the same way a toi¬ 
let is used — users sit on 
the toilet in the usual way 
and operate controls to 
turn on a water spray. So 
users with limited mobility 
may find the toilet-top 
bidet easier to use than a 
stand-alone unit, since they 
do not have to move them¬ 
selves from the toilet, face 
the wall, and straddle the 
stand-alone — a task that 
takes considerable physical 
dexterity. 

“There is no squatting 
(with a toilet-top bidet )— 
easier for those with sore 
knees,” notes Rita Van 
Dyke, sales consultant with 
Burnaby-based BC Plumb¬ 
ing. 


The other amazing thing 
about the toilet seat bidet 
is the frankly astonishing 
range of features that are 
available — and these can 
range from necessary to 
quite luxurious. With a re¬ 
mote control, you can con¬ 
trol water temperature and 
intensity, but you can also 


choose pulsating sprays, 
decide on various direc¬ 
tional (front or rear cleans¬ 
ing) or massaging sprays, 
blow-drying, whether or 
not you would like a 
heated seat — all wonder¬ 
ful possibilities. 

And to reassure you in 
case you had worries about 


hygiene, the water sprayed 
at your bottom from a toi¬ 
let-seat bidet comes out of 
a small retractable hose 
which tucks back into the 
unit after the spraying is 
complete. The hose end 
does not touch any surfaces 
or body parts. (All the 
same, it should be cleaned 
once a month or so, by gen¬ 
tly pulling it out of its 
housing, and brushing it 
with a soft brush, says Van 
Dyke.) 

She notes that prices for 
the stand-alone bidet and 
the toilet-top bidet are 
about the same — ranging 
from $650 to $850 on the 
average. 

But the bidet faucets on 
a stand-alone unit (a toilet- 
top unit has no faucets) 
can jack up the cost con¬ 
siderably — these can range 
as high as $945 for solid 
brass, to $500 for brushed 
nickel or chrome.

Now's the 'season to taste'

Asparagus season is short, 
usually just 4 to 6 weeks, de¬ 
pending on weather and lo¬ 


cale. So pick up some local 
asparagus and grill it up with 
salmon, potatoes and pep¬ 
per and toss with greens for 
a lovely warm weather din¬ 
ner. Serve this recipe with 


some great bread and glass 
of chilled white wine. 

Grilled Asparagus, Salmon 
and Potato Salad 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 lb (500 g) fresh local as¬ 


paragus (1 bunch) 

8-12 small potatoes, about 
12 oz (375 g) 

1 yellow pepper, quartered 
Extra virgin olive oil 
Salt and pepper 



12 oz (375 g) salmon fillet 
8 cups (2 L) mixed salad 
greens 

Honey Tarragon Dressing 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 tbsp (15 mL) Dijon mus¬ 
tard 

1 tbsp (15 mL) honey 

2 tbsp (25 mL) white wine 
vinegar 

1 tbsp (15 mL) fresh lemon 
juice 

1 tsp (5 mL) dried tarragon 
leaves 

V 2 tsp (2 mL) salt 
Vi tsp (1 mL) pepper 
1/3 cup (75 mL) olive or veg¬ 
etable oil 

PREPARATION TIME: 15 minutes 
GRILLING TIME: 30 minutes 

Serves 4 

METHOD: Make dressing: In 
small bowl, whisk mustard, 
honey, vinegar and lemon 
juice. Add tarragon, salt and 
pepper. Slowly whisk in oil. 
Re-whisk just before serving, 
store any leftover in sealed 
jar in refrigerator. Makes 
about 2/3 cup (150 mL). 

Brush salmon with 1 tbsp 
(15 mL) dressing while 
preparing remaining ingredi¬ 
ents and preheating barbe¬ 
cue. Place greens in a large 
salad bowl. Wash asparagus 
well, snap off ends. Scrub 
potatoes. Toss asparagus, po¬ 
tatoes and yellow pepper 
with a little olive oil and sea¬ 
son lightly with salt and pep¬ 
per. 

Grill asparagus, potatoes, 
pepper and salmon on pre¬ 
heated barbecue over 
medium-to-medium high 


heat until salmon is opaque 
and vegetables are done, 20 
to 30 minutes. Remove items 
as they are cooked. 

Slice salmon, asparagus 
and pepper into bite size 
pieces. Cut potatoes in half or 
quarters, depending on size. 
Add all to salad greens; add a 
small amount of dressing and 
toss well. Serve immediately. 
TIP #1: A flat grill with holes 
simplifies grilling fish and 
a grill basket is good for 
small vegetables such as 
small potatoes. 

Asparagus Tips: 

• Look for firm, straight 
spears with deep green or 
purple tips that are compact 
and tightly closed. The stem 
ends should be moist and 
green, not grey, cracked or 
dry. 

• The fresher the better, as¬ 
paragus is best cooked the 
day you buy it. To store any 
longer, cut 1 inch (2.5 cm) or 
so off the ends and wrap the 
ends in wet paper towel and 
store in plastic bag; or store 
like flowers, upright in 1 
inch (2.5 cm) of water in a 
container and cover with 
plastic.
